If it were discase it is strange that 
it has not affected the animals on the larger 
rivers, and if it were starvation itis strange 
that all the dead beavers found are very fat. 

* Gro. Exmore, of Elmore Bros, who has just 
returued froma trip to Fort smith on Great 
Slave river and who had several trading posts 
in the region between the Athabasca and 
Great Slave lakes last winter says that there 
are no reports of destraction of the beaver in 
that country, as ‘in the -regiou immediately 
north of Edmonton, There was a sinali kill- 
ing of beaver this spring, however, owing to 
the very high water which prevented the 
Indians from making their vsval spring hunt 
But he thinks that the small catch

WHILE one political party in Canada is try- 
ing to make capital outofa ery for unrestrict- 
ed reciprocity with the United States both 
political parties in the States are clamoring 
for non intercourse with Canada. Theaction 
of the United States at the time of the abrog- 
ation of the reciprocity treaty aad the late 
action of the republican senate and the de- 
mocratic president should show even the wil- 
fully bling, that the closer Canada is drawn 
into trade relations with the States the bet- 
ter that country is enabled to compel politic- 
al concessions by threatening Canada's eom- 
mercial prosperity through legislative or 
executive interference with those trade rela- 
tion; while experience proves that in this 
matter we have to deal not only. with a gov- 
ernment but with a people whow neither 
treaty ts, moral obligations nor an instinct 
of fair play can prevent from using to our 
disadvantage every atom of wer that cir- 
cumstances mas place in their ha 
ada has reached the point whei. it 
cide whether Canadian nationality 
preserving or not.

the United States for the defence of its fisher- 
ies interests, as foreshadowed in President 
Cleveland’s message to congress, amounts to 
this: (1) Congress has already placed in the 
president’s hands the power to deny entrance 
of Canadian vessels into the waters, ports or 
harbors of the United States and also to deny 
entry of any product of Canada into any port 
or place of the United States. (2) Cleveland 
atks for power tosuspend all laws and regu- 
lations permitting the transit of goods in 
bond over the territory of the United States. 
to or from Canada. (3) He also recommends 
legislation that will tax Canadian vessels us- 
ing United States canals equally with the 
taxation levied on United States vessels using 
Canadian canals. He points out that he does 
not consider the retaliation provided for in 
the first clause mentioned sufficiently severe 
and thinks that although the further retalia- 
tion provided for in the second would injure 
certain Unired States interests the injury 
Should beborne quietly in order that the 
greater injury might be inflicted on Canada. 
The republicans who first proposed retalia- 
tion upon Canada ay a matter of political 
capital cannot logically object to the carry- 
ing out of the principle the step further that 
Cleveland proposes,if it'is to be put inaction at 
all. And this is where Cleveland and the 
democrats have Blaine and the republicans. 
The eastern and northwestern states are the 
strongholds of the republicans. The south- 
ern and middle states those of the democrats 

To prevent the carrying of Canadian freight 
over United States railways iv bond would be 
a direct and heavy blow tu the railroad in- 
terests of the eastern states and to the ship- 
ping interests of the ports of Portland, Bos- 
ton and New York. It would also bea sev- 
ere blow to the farming milling and tailroad- 
ing interests of the northwestern. states as it 
would render useless the new ‘*Soo” route 
through Canada upon which tkey depend to 
secure them commercial independence and 
superiority. At the same time the democrat- 
ic states would be affected but little. 
can well afford to shout for Cleveland's pro- 
posed retaliation, as its enforcement will be 
chiefly atthe expense of the republicans. 
The position in regurd to canal retaliation is 
very similar. The use of Canadian canals is 
more important to the United States than 
the uso of United States canals to Canadians, 
and in any case the single United States can- 
al of use to Canada at Sault Ste. Marie can 
be duplicated by Canada at an expense 
trifling com pared with the expense of duplica- 
ting the Welland canalon the United States 
side, In advising canal retaliation Cleveland 
challenges the republicans to take up the 
sword by the blade instead of by the handle. 
So far the republicans do not seew inclined 
to accept the challenge. 

Although this matter of retaliation oa 
Canada is merely a game between the two 
political parties of the United States and 
although the enforcement of che proposition 
would work injury to the United States it is 
more than likely that the exigencies of the 
presidential campaign will compel its adop- 
tion ag a policy by both parties and result in 
its enforcement. The question that will then 
interest Canadians is. ‘*What will the effect 
be upon Canada?’ [nso far as Canada is 
involved in trade or transport relations with 
the United States she will be temporarily in- 
jured. But it does not at all follow that the 
injury will be perinanent. The shuck to 
business generally will not be as great as 
when the reciprocity treaty was abrogated. 
Still Canada survived that shock and pros- 
pered more than ever, if not because, at 
least in apite of it. Soin the present case; 
although the shock may be severe at first, it 
will have an ultimate good effect in compzsil- 
ing Canadians to rely more upon themselves 
and less upon their neighhors. If they can- 
not export to the Statcs they will be compell- 
ed to look out for other, and perhaps find 
more profitable markets, If they cannot use 
United States railways they will use their 
own the more and improve the service ac- 
codingly. If they cannot ship by way of 
New York, Boston and Portland they can by 
Montreal, St. John or Halifax, and build up 
their own ports instead of those of their rivals. 
The advantage or disacivantage to a nation 
of any certain policy cannot be figured like 
aeum in arithmetic. If retaliation by the

spirit on the part of Canadians, of develop. 
ing national feeling and national pride, any 
possible temporary loss will be offset a 
thousand times by the permanent, gain. 

Manitoba and the Northwest is the part of 
Canada that wi.l suffer most severely from 
non-intercourse with the United States and 
is least directly interested in the fishery 
question, anv yet there are few if any in this 
whole region who would think for an instant 
of ziviny up one jot of their country’s rights 
toa piratical demand so that non intercourse 
might not be proclaimed. They have de- 
pended on a railwsy outlet through the 
United States to relieve them from C. P. Rf. 
monopoly, and are willing to give up that 
prospect rather than ask that their country 
should submit to outrageous demands. But 
if they give up the prospect of relief in one 
shape they will demand it in another. They 
will demand an etficient: service: from the C, 
P. R. and government control of rates or a 
competing outlet by Hudson’s Bay. With 
the latter they would be ina bette: position 
than they coule ever be with any possible 
number of competing lines through the Un- 
ited States. 

It is to be hoped that the mistake made by 
the peopleand press of Canadaat the time 
of the negogiation of the tisheries treaty will 
not be repeated inthe: present juncture, 
and that there will be such an expression of 
public opinion fiom one end of Canada to 
the other in favor of upholding our country’s 
rights against foreign ayression as will make 
it impossible for any administration to disre- 
gard it.

FRUIT. 

One of the greatest objections felt by peo- 
ple living in Eastern Canada to settling in 
the Northwest is the supposed impossibility 
of successfully growing apples, plums,cherries 
and grapes,such as are grown so successfully 
there, If it were once shown to be generally 
possible to grow these fruits and especially 
apples successfully any thousands of dol- 
lars in present aud millions in speculative 
value would be added to the Northwest. 
Many attempts have been made at apple tree 
growing, especially in Manitoba, with uni- 
form von-success, It is therefore concluded 
that apples cannot be grown, and possibly 
they cannot at present. But it should be 
remeubered that as settlement increases, the 
climate will certainly become warmer and 
less changeable and therefure will be brought 
hearer lO the conditions necessary to the 
successful growth of apples and the other 
fruits mentioned. Supposing the average 
temperature is only a tew degrees too cold 
now and the settlement of the country should 
raise the average suinmer temperature ten 
degrecs, as it is estimated by reliable author 
ity thatit will, the rearing of these fruits 
would become possible. 

Although many experiments have been 
made it sill remains to be satisfactorily prov- 
ed that apples cannot be grown successtully 
in some localities if not in all. They are 
grown ip as hiuh latitudesjas Edmonton, in 
sussia Where the clitnate is similar to what 
itis bhereand quite as cold. If the young 
trees of the hardy varieties were imporved di- 
rect from that district to this it is more than 
likely that they would thrive as well here as 
there, if accorded similar treatment, Even 
in Ontario where apples grow remarkably 
well on the snores of Georgian bay they do 
not grow so well, if at all, torty ur fifty miles 
further south in parts of the counties of Gray 
and Wellington, proving that latitude is not 
of as inuch Consequence as the suitability of 
lucality in other particulars. Because apple 
trees from Ontario nurseries, handled as apple 
trees are handled there, and pl nted in the 
low lying lands of Manitoba have not been 
successtul i¢ does not tollow that trees from 
northerly Russian nurseries, handled as they 
are there, and planted inatavorable location 
in suitable soil say near some large body of 
water would not do well. The experiment 
has yet tu be tried 

Asa practical instance of what a slight 
difference in location and treatment wil! ac- 
cow plish, the BULLETIN in the fall of '85 invest- 
ed in three appie trees of Russian varieties 
from the Waba nurseries in Rentrew, Ontar- 
iv. According todirectious they were buried 
in theyarden during the winter, and in 
spring were set out close along a tence which 
snaded them to some extent trom the morn- 
ing sun until about 10 a.m. while they got 
the full benefit of the evening sun. Oue of 
the three was shaded from the sun for the 
Kreater part of the day by a_ cross fence. 


- The trecs were perhaps five inches above 


ground when planted, with a®* small graft 
§ owing from near the top of the main stem. 
No care was given the trees from that time to 
the present beyond digging up the soil! 
around them inthe spring and keeping the 
weeds down. Nothing was done to protect 
them in the winter and they have never been 
pruned. They made an excellent growth in 
tbe suinmers of ’86, ’87 and the present season 
aud are now from the ground to the topmost 
twigs about five feet in height, with many 
branches and a very healthy vizorousgrowth, 
The stem haspot grown in length to any 
creat extent, the branches striking out trom 
Where the graft sterted. The three trees are 
of different varieties, One which has made 
the raunkest growth showed absolutely no 
effect of the winter. The other two showed 
the last und sometimes the next to last bud on 
each branch killed by frost each of the two 
Winters they have steod out, but growth 
commenced from thé next bud on the branch 
and hax been perfectly vigorous. Indeed 
these twotrees have made if anything a 
ranker growth thix season than than the one 
which lost no buds by frost. The tree most 
sheltered from the sun showed the slowest 
growth, but wuether because of its variety 
or its position itis had to say. This season 
it has grown better than in the previous 
years. Other parties «ho purchased trees at 
the same time that the BULLETIN invested 
and who touk far uore care of them have 80 
far as heard froin lost every one. 

Plums and grapes grow wild along the 
Red and Assiniboine rivers in Manitoba, and 
would no doubt improve if cultivated. It is 
altogether iikely that they could be trans- 
planted succe-sfully to any suitable locality 
throughout the Northwest, as the hops which 
krow with them have already been. If the 
wild plum and grape can be grown success: 
fully outside of Manitoba, and they certainly 
can, experiments in grafting would be in 
order and no doubt many good varicties of 
Cultivated fruits could then be grown success: 
fully. The thorn upon which it is said to be 
possible to graft the apple and plum grows 
wild here in Edmonton. 

The choke cherry grows in great profusion 
all oyerthe Northwest and the wild red 
cherry is also found, although it is not eo 
common as the choke cherry, The red 


cherry tree growahere to be two or three 
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inches in diameter and twenty feet in height. 
The fruitis verysmall but when quite ripe 
tastes just like the common red cherry of 
Ontario, Where this tree grows so well sure- 
ly the common red cherry of Ontario vould 
do well, and at any rate the tree offers ainple 
opportunity for grafting. 

The dithiculty of experimenting in frvit 
growing in this aistrict or anywhere in a 
newly settled country is that farmers have 
neither the time nor money to spend on ex- 
perimenting except on avery small seale. 

ut if a lurge number experimented on even 
the very smallest scale it would be produe- 
tive of better results than the experimenting 
of aSfew ona larve scale. Even if they 
they cannot afford the smallest portion of 
tine or money to expend on importing or 
grafting fruit, every one who owns a piece of 
land has both time and opportunity and 
would find it to his immediate advantage to 
cultivate some of the wild fruits that are 
found here and which grow so well naturally 
but would do much better if onttivaitert 
The wild strawberry, raspberry, gooseberry 
and black and red currants all do exceeding- 
ly well in gardens and growing plants or 
bushes can be procured at the mere cost of 
transplanting. In the abundance of these 
amall fruits that can certainly be raised peo- 
ple would find some compensation for the 
lack of laryer fruits even if that lack could 
never be supplied. Besides the actual value 
of the truit that would be raised, the general 
introduction of these small wild fruits into 
yardens would add most maternally to the 
attractions which the country would present 
to travellers. [tis all very well to proclaim 
on paper that such and such fruits car be 
raised successfully, but one garden where 
they are actually grown is better proof than 
the most elaborate argunments or most 
vigorous sasertions, Farmers, transplant 
these small fruits, for your own benefit in 
the first place and for the public benefit. in 
the wext. By beautifying your own places 
you beautify the country, by supplying your 
own tables with home grown instead of im- 
ported fruit you save your own money, and 
prevent that amount of money from being 
sent out of the country. By cheapening and 
making more plentiful the delicacies accessi- 
ble to the farmer you add to the attractive- 
ness of farm life; and in many ways the 
country is made more pleasant to those who 
are here and more desirable to those who 
may wish to come. 
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In his electoral address to the peopfe of 
Eastern Assiniboia Mr. Dewdney asks for 
election on the one ground that he isa mem- 
ber of the cabinet. The only claim to the 
cabinet position advanced on his behalf was 
that he was a Northwest man. = Truly slight 
grounds on which to invest any man with 
the powers and responsibilities pertaining to 
a representative in parliament and especially 
those pertaining to a cabinet minister. If 
Mr. Dewdney has other claims upon the con- 
fidence of the people of any part of the North. 
west he or his friends should make them, 
known. If at this particular tine they are 
not made known itis fair to suppose that 
they do not exist. The elevation of a man to 
acabinet position under such circumstances 
isa disregard of all principles of responsi- 
blegovernment. If Mr. Dewdney intended 
to administer the interior department as 
reaponsible to the people of the Northwest 
he would naturally nave placed the platform 
upon which he proposed to act before them 
in his appeal to them for election. That he 
has not done so—that he does not ask them 
their wishes on the questions which concern 
them—is fair proof that after he is safely 
elected he will not do 80, and will administer 
the interior department ashe formerly ad- 
ministered the lientenant governorship not 
with any regard to the advantage of the 
country but with such regard to his own 
pocket and the exigencies of politics as hia 
master shall allow ordictate. Mr. Dewdney 
puts a very low estimate on the political in- 
telligence of the people of Eastern Aasiniboia 
when he appeals tothem for election on such 
grounds, But the constituency that elected 
Perley is not at all likely to refuse Dewdney.
